My dear Flock: 

| I should like to ask labor to 
think not only twice, but three 
or four times very seriously be- 
fore it strikes. We are not im- 
plying that labor hasn’t the 
right to strike, but suggesting 
that it should proceed cautious- 
iy in exercising that right, lest 
it hurt its cause and injure 
others. 

No one knows better than the 
Bishop and his priests that 
prices have spiraled to a degree 
that labor should have more in- 
come to match this increase. But 
this end is not accomplished by 
strikes. 

Not only do living costs rise 
with the rise in wages, but the 
cost of the things which every 
family needs if it hopes sdéme- 
time to own its own home, 
either by purchase or by build- 
ing one, also rises. Building ma- 
terial now is the highest it has 
ever been, and skilled labor, 
Which is needed in construction 
work, such as bricklayers, car- 
penters, plumbers, plasterers, 
command a wage which makes it 
Impossible for the workingman, 
ho matter how much his wages 
may increase, to purchase or 
build a home.

During the same period, the re- 
port states, the agency has made 
a total of 679 shipments to 36 
countries, bringing the total ton- 
nage shipped by the relief group 
from its inception to September 30 
of this year to 71,231,855 Ibs. with 
a value of $21,963,051. Including 
purchases abroad and gifts-in-kind 
campaigns participated in by War 
Relief Services—N.C.W.C., such as 
several UNRRA campaigns, Aid 
for° Poland campaign and Aid to 
Italy drive, the report continues, 
the agency’s contributions to for- 
eign relief, since its organization, 
have a total value of more than 
$75,000,000, and a total weight of 
approximately 102,500,000 pounds. 


The Agency reports that during 


Assembled in Washington for

The National War Fund, pri- 
mary source of funds to carry on 
the operations of War Relief Ser- 
vices—N.C.W.C. during the past 
four years, will be terminated on 
December 31, 1946, the agency 
points out, adding that a new 
source of income must be found 
to carry on its work in 1947. In 
view of this, the Administrative 
Board of the N.C.W.C., it states, 
has decided to provide a minimum 
budget of $5,000,000 for the com- 
ing year, adding that these funds 
are to be obtained through a na- 
tionwide appeal in all Catholic 
churches during the week of Lae- 
tare Sunday.

However, 
Voluntary Euthanasia, the motive 
of which is self-destruction, cer- 
tainly is not necessary for the 
common good wnless the Euthan- 
asians absurdly hold that the pa- 
tient is a menace to the State and 
its citizens merely because he is 
the victim of a painful and incur- 
able disease. Hence all the civil 
precautions and provises in the 
world cannot make Voluntary Eu- 
thanasia morally lawful. The pas- 
sage of this bill would be a gov- 
ernmental usurpation of a divine 
prerogativ® and abrogation of a 
ivine law. : 

This bill is un-American because

Spanish Issue 
Diverts Attention 
From Red Tyranny 


Notre Dame—Soviet Russia is 
using the so-called Spanish issue 
as a smokescreen to divert atten- 
tion from Communist tyranny in 
Yugoslavia, Poland and _ other 
countries, the Rev. Dr. John A.

At Bottom Of All World Problems Toc 


issue Statement On Human Rights In Plea For Just Peace For Peoples Of All Nations 


T the bottom of all problems of the world today is 

the problem of man. Unless those who bear the 
responsibility of world leadership are in basic agree- 
ment on what man is, there is no way out of the con- 
fusion and conflict which block the road to real peace. 
Clashes on the question of boundaries, natural se- 
eurity, minority safeguards, free movement of trade, 
easy access to raw materials, progressive disarma- 
ment, and the control of the atomic bomb, important 
as these are, take a second place to need of unity, in 
protecting man in the enjoyment of his God-given 
native rights. The struggle of the small nations for 
their indisputable rights and the stalemate among the 
strong nations in a contest of power would admit of 
bearable, even though hard, compromise if the fate of 


man, as man, did not hang in the balance. 


To be more explicit, it is a question whether 
national governments are disposed to protect or to 
hinder the individual in the exercise of rights and in 
the discharge of duties which are proper to him prior 
to any action by the State. The words of our own 
Declaration of Independence express no new doctrine 
but voice the basic tradition of Western civilization: 
“We hold these truths to be self-evident, that all men 
are created equal, that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain unalienable rights, that among 
these are life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness.” 
Respect for the rights and duties of man as an indi- 
vidual and as a member of civic and domestic society 
we hold to be the first obligation of any government 
to its citizens. The State has a just claim on the co- 
operation of its citizens for the common good, but not 


_ to the point of coercion in violation of their political, 


social, and religious rights. What a government can- 
not do in the exercise of its own sovereignty it cannot 
approve or abet on the part of another government in 
the settlement of complicated issues such as confront 
the nations in making peace and planning for its 
preservation. 


The menace to man as man looms large in the 


(eee 


outstanding questions which engage the attention of 
the victorious allies. It hangs in the balance in the 
background of the conflict between Russia and the 
West which has so long delayed the making of the 
peace. Eighteen months have passed since the sur- 
render and occupation of Germany and fifteen months 
since the capitulation of Japan. There have been con- 
tinuous negotiations among the three great victors, 
the United States, Britain, and Russia, for the con- 
clusion of agreements on stable peace and recon- 
struction. These negotiations have brought out in the 
clear the tragic lack of unity among the peacemakers 
of fundamental issues. In some instances agreements, 
which were pointed to the safeguarding of basic 
human rights, reached in Conferences, have been re- 
pudiated unilaterally by the action of one of the 
victors, and these repudiations have been tolerated by 
the other nations which were parties to the agree- 
ments. In an effort to preserve unity, fatal comprom- 
ises have been made, either explicitly or by tolerance 
of shocking aggressions. In so difficult a task it is 
understandable that there should be differences and a 
clash of interests. Some sort of sacrifice of particular 
national advantages for the common good of the in- 
ternational community, and therefore for the ultimate 
good of all nations, is necessary. But the tragic fact 
is that the cleavage touches issues on which there can 
be no compromise. While it is stated that the Western 
democracies and Russia with her satellite governments 
in the countries of Eastern Europe are at a stalemate 
over questions of security against aggressions, the 
fact is that underlying these questions there is the 
question of man, as man. Throughout the war our 
battle cry was the defense of native freedoms against 
Nazi and Fascist totalitarianism. The aftermath of 
war has revealed victorious Soviet totalitarianism no 
less aggressive against these freedoms in the coun- 
tries it has occupied. Totalitarianism does not ack- 
nowledge and respect these freedoms. It persecutes 
the citizen who dares assert his native rights. It im- 


poses on peoples its philosophy of life, in which there 
is no authority above the State, and in which all 
values in life are derived from human conventions. 
The corollary of such philosophy is the police State, 
which terrorizes its citizens and dominates them in 
all fields of human behavior. Before there can be the 
beginning of a good peace there must come an agree- 
ment among the peacemakers on the basic question of 
man, as man. If this agreement is reached, then sec- 
ondary;.though important, defects in the peace may 
be tolerable in the hope of their eventual correction. 
Misrepresentations, deceitful promises, the use of 
equivocal language, and violation of agreements only 
widen the cleavage between nations. } 

In the Charter of the United Nations the signa- 
tories have contracted to cooperate “in promoting and 
encouraging respect for human rights and for funda- 
mental freedoms for all without distinction as to race, 
language or religion.” Let the nations in the making 
of peace do even more and in solemn covenants actu- 
ally establish men everywhere in the enjoyment of 
their native rights. Then there will be the beginnings 
of peace, and the fear of war will be banished from 
men’s minds. 

Considerations of human dignity are deeply in- 
volved in the fate of prisoners of war. The strict ob- 
servance of the international law does not oblige the 
victorious nations to repatriate prisoners of war until 
after the conclusion of the peace, but owing to the 
circumstance of the long delay in making the peace, 
the contention of our country for the speedy repatria- 
tion of these prisoners is admirably humane and al- 
most a dictate of justice. There are millions of them 
separated from their families and kept from their 
normal occupations, engaged in forced labor, and in 
some cases underfed. They are not being treated in 
the spirit of international law. They are needed at 
home for the work of reconstruction. The use of

Extraordinary opportunities 
abound on the campus for the 
Catholic student to enrich his 
faith.

Notre Dame has always had a 
hard financial struggle. Its pres- 
ent endowment—$3,000,000—is the 
‘smallest of any university of com- 
‘parable rank in the country. Con- 
trary to popular belief, football 
receipts amount to only 8% of the 
university’s gross annual income. 
A large part of these receipts is 
used to assist needy students, or 
to help meet the deficit of 30% 
incurred in the yearly educational 
cost for each student. Normally, 
from 15% to 25% of the students 
earn at least part of their way 
through Notre Dame. Thousands 
of young men have been aided in 
this manner. 


Sound business management has 
enabled Notre Dame to overcome 
much of the handicap of its small 
endowment. But the university has 
a reputation for progress to main- 
tain. Funds are needed to build 
and endow a‘new chemistry build- 
ing, a new library, a new fine arts 
building, a student union, more 
residence halls and other badly- 
needed buildings. Funds are also 
needed for expanded research, to 
endow more professorships and to 
establish more scholarships. 

Notre Dame’s most precious en- 
dowment is that of the priests and 
brothers of the Congregation of 
Holy Cross. For more than a cen- 
tury they have labored courage- 
ously, unceasingly and without re- 
muneration to help build the uni- 
versity. At first the Notre Dame 
faculty was composed entirely of 
these devoted men. Through the

A perfect solution of the prob- 
‘lem would be. giving to them the 
full guarantee for the enjoyment 
of their native rights in their coun- 
tries of origin: Since this solution 
is not forthcoming, the nations 
must extend to them the help 
which their very human rights de- 
mand. It is plain that to continue 
indefinitely to support them in 
camps

to them. To force them against 
their wills to return to their coun- 
tries of origin, where, with reason, 
they fear that grave dangers await 
them, is stark inhumanity.

G. P. Fisher, in his History of the 
Christian Church, page 50, wrote: 

“During the suecession of persecutions 
which came to an end on the ascension of 
Constantine to supreme power and his 
adoption of the Christian faith, there were 
very many who submitted to imprisonment, 
torture and death. Not a few, especially 
after long seasons of quiet, lacked the cour- 
age to face the terror, and saved their lives 
at the cost of their Christian fidelity. To 
offer “sacrifice to the heathen gods; to pro- 
cure from the heathens false testimonies to 
the effect that they had renounced Chris- 
tianity, or to give up copies of the Scrip- 
tures on the demand of the magistrates, 


excluded those guilty of these offenses from 
Christian fellowship. As to the total num- 
ber of martyrs in the first three centuries, 
it was doubtless over-estimated by the 
Church Fathers, but it has been underrated 
by Gibbon, who draws a larger inference 
than is warranted from a passage in Ori- 
gen. Gibbon, moreover, fails to take into 
account the multitude of instances where 
tortures were inflicted that resulted, not at 
once, but eventually, in death. It was the 
heroic age in the history of the Church, 
when, with no aid from an arm of flesh, the 
whole might of the Roman Empire was 
victoriously encountered by the unarmed 
and unresisting adherents of the Christian 
faith. Imperial Rome, the conqueror of the 
world, was herself overcome by the bands 
of Christian disciples, whose meek and 
dauntless courage was more than a match 
for all her power.” 
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Besides condemning Arianism, Macedon- 
jianism and other heresies this Council for- 
mally approved of the Nicene Creed which 
contains the genuine teaching concerning 
the divinity of the Son of God and of the 
Holy Spirit. 


St. Ambrose, Bishop of Milan, died dur- 
ing the Pontificate of Pope Siricius. It was 
St. Ambrose who converted St. Augustine, 
who was born in 354. After having received 
a Christian education from his saintly 
mother, Monica, Augustine studied law, be- 
came dissolute and later embraced Mani- 
cheeism. Having had a pagan father he 
had not been baptized until Ambrose ad- 
ministered the Sacrament in 387. He re- 
turned to Africa in 388, distributed his 
goods to the poor, was ordained a priest in 
391, consecrated a Bishop in 396. For 34 
years he wrote and preached against the 
heresies of the times. He is honored today 
as one of the greatest Christian philoso- 
phers and theologians, and was made a 
Doctor of the Church. Popular books writ- 
ten by St. Augustine, which may be had in 
an English translation to-day, are “Con- 
fessions” and “The City of God.” 


Other great Bishops and theologians of 
this period: St. Basil, who died in 379; 
Ephrem in 370; St. Cyril of Jerusalem, in 
387; St. Gregory Nazianzen, in 390; St. 
Ambrose, 397, Councils were held at Car- 
thage, North Africa in the year 310,

to the Church after they had undergone a 
proper penance. He was banished by the 
Emperor Maxentius. After his death he was 
buried in the cemetery of St. Callistus.

This Pope witnessed the final defeat of 
the last persecutor and the victory of Con- 
stantine. An Edict ending the persecution of 
Christians was published. Constantine pre- 
sented to him the Lateran Palace which 
became the Pope’s residence and the seat 


of the central administration of the 
Church. 


33—St. Sylvester—-335 


During his Pontificate Constantine the 
Great erected the wonderful Basilica of the 
Lateran, the Basilica of Santa Croce, and 
the Church of St. Peter in the Vatican. 


34——St. Marcus—-336 


This Pope; who ruled less than nine 
months, aceording to the Pontifical publish- 
ed by Anastasius, built two churches under 
one of which, that on Ardeatine Way, he 
was buried. 

Pope Damasus, in his epitaph, extolled 
his extraordinary contempt of all earthly 
things and his remarkable piety. 

Out of respect for the martyrs buried in 
the cemetery of Balbina, formerly called 
Praetextatus, St. Marcus beautified and 
adorned this burial place. 
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This Pope erected two Basilicas in Rome 
and three churches outside the walls. 

His Pontificate is characterized chiefly 
by his firm- intervention in the Arian con- 
troversy. He convened a Synod at Rome 
which the Arian Bishops refused to attend, 
but he acquitted Anastasius of Alexandria 
and Marcellus of Ancyra, who were attack- 
ed by Arius and his followers. 


; Liberius—-366 

Pope Liberius, after being dragged to 
Milan, was banished to Thrace, because he 
would not yield to the Emperor Constan- 
tine, who attempted’ to force a modified 
Arianism on the whole Church and to have 
Athanasius condemned. Felix claimed the 
Papacy as an anti-pope; as also did Ursi- 
cinus a little later. 

The Pope upheld the Nicene 
against all these enemies. 


37—Damasus ]—384 


The election of Pope Damasus was dis- 
puted by the anti-Pope Ursicinus. 

Valentinian I recognized Damasus as the 
legitimate pontiff. 

He opposed Arianism, 
and Macedonianism. 

It was this Pope who deputed St. Jerome

Apollinarianism 


to translate the New Testament into Latin, 


commonly known as the Vulgate. He labored 
at this task for several years in the crypt 
attached to the Church of the ‘Nativity, 
Bethlehem. 

During his reign Theodosius made Ca- 
tholicism the religion of the Roman State. 
He restored the Catacombs and composed 
many beautiful epitaphs and inscriptions 
for their tombs.

an authoritative recognition of Christian- 
ity. It is known as the “Edict of Milan.” 
It was conceived by Constantine in grati- 
tude for the victory which he claimed the 
“God of the Christians” won for him over 
Maxentius. Believing that Christianity was 
the only moral force capable of saving the 
civilization of the Empire Constantine be- 
stowed full freedom on the Church. 


At the Council of Arles in 314, convoked 
to consider the case of the Donatists, three 
British Bishops were present. St. Helena, 
mother of Constantine, who spent her 
wealth on churches, in the Holy Land, died 
in 330. The Lateran Basilica, which was 
dedicated in the year 331 ranks first among 
all the cathedrals of the world. Adjoining it 
Constantine erected the famous Baptistery 
in which it is believed that he himself was 
baptized by Pope Sylvester. The original 
Basilica was partly destroyed by an earth- 
quake, and twice by fire, but each time it 
was rebuilt or restored, and it is sumptu- 
ously decorated. In it is the actual wooden 
altar on which St. Peter, the first Pope, 
celebrated Mass during the several vears 
he resided in Rome. It was reverently pre- 
served by the first Christians during the 
three centuries of persecution.- It is. en- 
cased in marble so that the original wood 
of St. Peter’s altar is still visible. 

This Cathedral is a perpetual monument 
to the Apostolicity of the Catholic Church. 
It is even today the Pope’s real Cathedral. 


Constantine the Great died in the year, 


337,

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During the Pontificate of Sylvester the, 


first General Council since that of Jeru- 
salem in the year 51 was assembled at Nice 
in the year 325. Because of his extreme age 
the Pope was not able to go in person, but 
he sent his Legates, who are named first 
among all the Bishops who attended the 
Council, although two of them, Vito and 
Vincentius were only priests. Osius per- 
sonally represented the Pope. His name 
appears before that of Alexander, Patriarch 
of Alexandria, and Eustathius, Patriarch 
of Antioch. 

Arianism, propagated by Arius, denied 
the divinity of Christ, holding that the Son 
of God stood midway between God and 
creatures. This heresy, for political reas- 
ons, was promoted by the Emperor of the 
East. It was similar to Unitarianism of 
our day. 


Arius died suddenly after demanding that ; 


Alexander, of Constantinople, give him 
Holy Communion on the Emperor’s- orders. 


Julian the apostate, a Roman Emperor 
who embraced the faith and then returned 
to paganism, died in 863, uttering the 
words “Thou hast conquered, 0, Galilean.” 

Some historians hold that Pope Liberius 
condemned Athanasius, but the documents 
on which they base their claims are for- 
geries. . Since he signed no documents 
freely, papal authority and infallibility 
could not be involved. 


St. Athanasius, Bishop of Alexandria, 
Doctor of the Church, died in 373. Appoli- 
narius, author of the heresy named after 
him, taught that Christ had no human ra- 
tional mind. It was condemned by Roman 


{Councils in the year 377 and 381, 
and also by the Council of Con- 
stantinople in 381.

Good Scout ... 


The Notre Dame alumnus who has the “most agonizing” job of 
all in a football way has been Jack Lavelle of New York City, who 
for the past 20 years has been Notre Dame’s chief scout in watching | 
the Army in all its games before the Notre Dame game. Jack says! 
it formerly was more or less of a pleasure to watch Army until 
Blanchard, Davis & Co. came along with the 7 of the football 
geason in 1944. It was no fun after that for a Notre Dame man 
to have to watch those babies play. : 


But Lavelle has other talents besides those of an expert football 
scout. For the past six years he has been athletic director of the 
C.Y.O. in New York City, he is a much sought after dinner speaker, 
and for the past 12 years he has been the- official starter at all the 
big indoor track meets in New York’s Madison Square Garden. In 
that time, Jack recalls, he has worn out five pistols and, on one 
oceasion, nearly “wore out” the index finger on his left hand when he 
accidentally shot himself with his starting pistol. The gun had 
jammed, Jack says, and when he tried to adjust matters the inevitable | 
Scousad. The shell was discharged and Jack’s finger caught the 
full “brunt of the discharge.

Recently on the occasion of a football get-together in Wash- 
ington I sat in a group of men and listened to Lavelle tell stories 
—most of them Irish ones—for more than an hour. He had us 
rolling in the-aisles, as the eld vaudevillians used to say. There 
were nO women present at any time, yet Jack never once told a 
story that you couldn’t have repeated to your young daughter. 
He’s that kind of a guy. He has never n able to see any 
humor in smut, and not only won't tell stories of that kind— if, 
indeed, he knows any—but won’t listen to them, either. — 

Not long ago, in New York City, on another occasion when 
only men were present, some fellow started to tell a story that 
was of the variety. He didn’t know Lavelle, and we | 
waited to see what Jack’s reaction would be. The fellow didn’t 
get far before Lavelle broke in with:

In those 
days, as now, Army seldom went far from home for its games. 


Lavelle started turning in such complete and accurate scouting 
notes on Army that Rockne gave him a regular job, and he has 
been at it ever since. Always, the week before the Army game, Jack 
goes to Notre Dame and spends most of his time in a huddle with the 
coaches and addresses the P posagrate at their meetings, tipping them off | 
on anything he has detected in Army’s play that he thinks might be of 
help to Notre Dame.

A young reader of this department has recently sent me a letter 
from Boise, Idaho, calling my attention to a most unusual situation 
that oceurred in a Notre Dame game which I covered this fall, but 
which I had entirely overlooked or forgotten about until the youngster 
wrote in.

His followers as it hated Him, 
Se seul them as it persecuted 
vim unto death. Catholics take 
great comfort from this observa- 
tion of Jesus because theirs is the 
only religion which _the world 
hothers about persecuting. Theirs 
‘¢ the only religion which is 
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shamefully misrepresented, and by 
none,more than by the Lutherans. 
What is the significance of the 


Beatitudes—the loftiest kind of 
good works, for the performance 
of which Christ calls people “bles- 
sed?” 

What is the significance of His 
promise to praise before the entire 
world those who engaged in works 
of mercy? It might be answered 
that the one who appropriates 
Christ’s merits by faith will per- 
form such good works, but the Lu- 
therans are wont to give strict 
interpretation to Scripture pas- 
Sages on which they base their 
tenets and, therefore, their con- 
clusion is unwarranted. When St. 
Paul declared that “without faith 
it is impossible to please God”; 
when Christ declared that “he that 
believeth not shall be condemned,” 
they were not even thinking of 
“faith” in the sense that Luther- 
ans accept it. Luther understood 
hy faith a “trust” in the all-suffi- 
ciency of Christ’s merits, a trvst 
by which those merits would be 
appropriated, and by which their 
sins would be covered up so that 
they would not be imputed to 
them. Lutherans do not believe 
more firmly than Catholics in the 
li-sufficiency of Christ’s atone- 
ment, but Catholics believe that 
Christ instituted channels of grace 
which we call the Sacraments, of 
which Baptism is the first, 
through which His merits are 
‘brought to individual souls. They 
‘believe that the Ten Command- | 
| ments must be observed even by | 
ithe ardent believer, and that fol- | 
lowers of Christ must “observe all | 
that I have commanded you” 
(Matt. XXVIII, 20).

‘From these messages we learn 
that the traditional purpose of 
American Thanksgiving was to 
teach us not to trust in ourselves 
as wholly righteous, but to thank 
God, not only for our crops and our 
fruits, but more important still, 
for redeeming us from our sins. 
Suppose now we looked on this 
Thanksgiving Day as our fore- 
fathers intended that we should, in 
humility, reparation and petitions 
for pardon. What then would be 
our thoughts? 

First we would stop thinking 
that we are good because our ene- 
mies are so evil. If we really be- 


selves outraged and innocent, but 
will rather see that the evil which 
has befallen the world is in some 
way a chastisement for our sins; 
that the world is the way it is, be- 
cause we are the way we are. 
Wars, chaos and revolutions are 
meaningless to the proud who have 
sanctified the responsibilities of 
life. But we who have faith and 
feel the responsibilities of the 
world, will, as Washington bade 
us, ask the Great Ruler of nations 
to pardon our national and other 
sins. 

Secondly, a true Thanksgiving 
spirit will relieve us of that gloom 
which is rapidly settling over the 
world ...a kind of “hangover” 
from the blood intoxication of two 
wars in twenty-one years. A gen- 
eration ago we were optimists... 
the world was becoming better and 
better. Now we are pessimists:
